Prof. Dodge, the Stattatlcian of. the 
Agricultural Department, nays con- 
cerning the variout estimates made 
from his last re'tort on the wheat crop 
that though the average of condition 
of spring wheat on July 1 was Bfi, it fell 
to H8 at the time of harvest, which Is 
onlv three polulfl higher than the pre- 
sent condition, and represents a loss of 
less than « 000.000 bushels as compared 
with the results of last year's harvest. 
The damage occurred lastye«r iutbe 
last two weekt of July and later. 
There is a great risk of further damage 
[during July and August but that al- 
ready reported mea"s only a loss of 
11,000,000 bushels iu spring wheat and 
5, 000,000 in winter wheat, or a total 
loss of 1 10.000,000 in wheat during the 
mouth of June.
